Three persons known her" to 


Strict Educational Qualifica-

not less than two years in a liberal 
arts college followed by three years 
In a law school. The convention ac-

fommittee on legal education as pre. 
sented by Dean H. S. Richards of the 
law school of the University of. Wis- 
consin and seconded by Dean Max 
Schoetz of the law 
school of Mar- 


qtiette university. It vot«-d down the 
minority report 
of the committee, 


presented by E. E. Brossard of Madi- 
son. 


The resolution presented by Dean* 


Richard and Schoetz included the ed-

the requirements. This resolution was 
supported by those who feel that it 
is possible for any young man who 
really wants an education to secure 
the five years' training.

SPRING HOUSECLEANING 


Xow that spring housecleanlng Is 


well under way it Is a good plan for 
he Buick owner to extend his plans 
o include his car There is just as 
much reason, if not more, for giving 
he car a thorough cleaning and in- 
spection in the spring, as there is for 
he annual spring hiusecleaning. 
For various reasons cars do not re- 


ceive as careful attention from their 
owners during the winter months as 
during the rest of ihe year, although 
they are subected to far harder ser- 
vice. 


After giving the car a 
thorough 


cleaning, with particular attention to 
Ihe chassis, it is c good plan to look 
to the lubricating. The instruction 
book contains a lubrication chart and 
,t is a valuable guide to the owner in 
the prorwr oiling and greasing of the 
various lubricated parts. Particular 
attention 
should be given to the 


crankcase. transmission, and rear 
axle. Drain the oil from tie crank- 
case and refill with fresh oil. Many 
motorists 
find it advantageous 
to 


change the oil after '250 miles run- 
ning, to insure a thorough cleansing 
of all parts lubricated from the crank 
case. 


Remove the spark plugs and pour 


a tablespoon of motor oil through 
each opening. Also apply'a few drops 
to each valve stem. Then crank the 
engine over a few revolutions by 
hand and replace the spark plugs, af 
ter first cleaning them and adjusting 
them to the proper gap. 


OH should be applied'to the pump 


shaft front bearing, fan. valve lifters, 
rocker arms ajid generator bearings. 
The transmission 
and rear 
axle 


should be drained, and refilled with 
fresh lubricant. In short, all 'lubri 
cated parts throughout the chassis 
should be served with fresh oil or 
greae* as required. Grease should be 
forced Into the bearings until It 1* 
seen exuding from the opposite ends 
of the Joints, as this indicates tha' 
the hardened grease has been forced 
out of the grease passages. 


If spring leaves appear dry and In 


need of lubrication the frame may be 
jacked up to relle*.-e the load on th«> 
springs. Then the. leaves may be fore 
ed apart sufficiently for the appllca 
tion of graphite grease with a 
of thin sheet metal. The owner ma> 
find It more convenient, after 
th< 


frame is jacked up. to paint the sides 
of the springs with oil. Tho 
of the car when th* jacks are remov 
ed will force this oil between th 
leaves. Springs should also be careful 
ly looked over to :we that th*. sprin 
clips hare not become looser.«-d o 
broken 
In 
winter driving. Loos 


srclnir cllpi may result In a broken 
spring. Lubrication of th* springs 1 
not recommesed for 1323 or 1924 rao 
£ele. They are so constructed tha 
lubrication makes lh«, springs 
too fr«ly.

The peo- 
ple were willing to have dictatorship in 
order to run grafters and radicals from 
government office, nnd they trusted in the 
Fascist leader because he preached the 
doctrine of nationalism. 


Now there is no applause in the streets

Corruption has 
been discovered in-the Fascist govern-, 
ment. 
Mussolini is an autocrat. 
He 


has been guilty of big and little tyran- 
nical acts, by which he has oppressed 
groups of individuals.

Mussolini is said to have improved 


general conditions throughout Italy. Tet 
it is questionable whether he will leavev 
any permanently good results. The lib- 
erals and conservatives are quite as eager 
'as the radicals to obtain his defeat. The 
experience of Italy with Mussolini is butx 


another confirmation of the historical fact 
that dictatorships of whatever nature 
soon become obnoxious.' Arbitrary force 
in government, whether in the form of an, 
absolute monarchy, sovietism or power 
obtained by force, in time breeds popular 
resistance and sooner or later falls. Wher- 
ever any other kind of government than 
that fundamentally which obtains in the 
United States of America has been exper- 
imented with it has proven a failure. 
Despotic rule is intolerable. 


- Irrespective of the abuses -which from 


time to time creep into it, and of what- 
ever minor inherent it may possess, rep- 
resentative government is the one system 
Trhich holds any real hope of permanent 
success. With, many nations it must be a 
slow process of evolution, either because 
of peculiar traditions and psychology or 
because of lack of capacity for self- 
government. In the United States it has 
been a success from the beginning be- 
cause it was created out of intelligent 
material and a desire for that freedom 
and responsibility which animated the 
colonizers of this continent and the mak- -

"German courts are much simpler 


than those in the United States and 
therefore much les- interesting," said 
lie sp.-aker. "There is but one code 
of civil procedure. This Is adminis- 
tered in all German court? a!ike. It 
contains about 1000 remedies of all 
kinds. 
Also, there is one code of 


criminal procedure. 
There are al- 


most no state laws. In Germany, 
there is very little variation in the 
outcome of cases while in this coun- 
try you never know how a case will 
be settled."
